French support for human 
rights, according to officials speak- 
ing privately Tuesday, must be bal- 
anced with France's interest in pre- 
venting the conflict in Algeria from 
worsening.

Two national surveys found Senator Dan Quayle to be a continuing hindrance to the Republicans.

WASHINGTON — Vice Presi- 
dent George Bush and Governor 
Michael S. Dukakis were running 
neck-and-neck in two national 
polls made public Tuesday. The 
surveys also found Senator Dan 
Quayle. Mr. Bush's running mate, 
to be a drag on the Republican 
ticket. 

In an ABC News- Washington 
Post poll. Mr. Bush Led Mr. Duka- 
kis by 50 to 47 percent, within the 
survey’s four percentage point mar- 
gin of error. The survey, of 600 
likely voters, suggests that the Re- 
publican ticket was bun by Mr. 
Quayle’s performance in last 
week's vice presidential debate. 

The second survey, for the Los 
Angeles Times, showed the Bush- 
Quayle ticket leading Mr. Dukakis 
and Senator Lloyd Benisen 44 to 41 
percent The margin of error of 
plus or minus five percentage 
points could close the difference. 

The Times questioned 8*>3 regis- 
tered voters. Polls or registered vot- 
ers are less reliable predictors of the 
outcome of an election than those 
of likely voters. 

When asked to treat Mr. Bush 
and Mr. Dukakis as if thev were 


running alone, the respondents 
picked Mr. Bush by 48 to 39 per- 
cent. 

Those responding to the Times 
poll also expressed the opinion that 
Mr. Benisen had far outperformed 
Mr. Quayle in their debate. 

According to the ABC-Post poll, 
about 16 percent of Dukakis sup- 
porters said lhat Mr. Quayle was a 
major reason why they were not 
voting for Mr. Bush, while 6 per- 
cent of all Bush supporters said 
that Mr. Benisen was a major rea- 
son why they were voting Republi- 
can. 

Those numbers suegest that the 
overall impact of Mr. Qua vies 
poor performance in the debate 
was to shift roughly 2 percent of the 
electorate to Mr. Dukakis. 

The survey disclosed that 29 per- 
cent hud a favorable impression of 
Mr. Quayle. while 40 percent held 
unfavorable views of him. In a 
Post-ABC survey last month. 24 
percent of all voters expressed a 
favorable view and 32 percent an 
unfavorable view of him. 

About half — 49 percent — of 
the likely voters in the latest poll 
said Mr. Quayle was unqualified to 
take over the presidency, while just 


over a third said he was qualified. 

Mr. Benisen appeared to help 
himself with his debate perfor- 
mance. Voters declared him the 
winner by better than a 3-IO-1 ratio 
and expressed a more favorable 
view of him dun they did of Mr. 
Dubaki<. 

Nearly half — 47 percent — of 
all likely voters surveyed said that 
they held a favorable view of Mr. 
Benisen. while 25 percent said they 
had an unfavorable view - of him. 
Last month, 34 percent of the vot- 
ers had a favorable impression of 
him and 13 percent an unfavorable 
view. 

The impact of the vice presiden- 
tial candidates, however, was tem- 
pered by voters' impressions of the 
men who top the tickets, the poll 
results suggest Mr. Bush continues 
to be viewed favorably by a major- 
ity of the likely electorate: 54 per- 
cent gave him a favorable rating, 
and 37 hud unfavorable views.

A Dukakis Science Plan 

MEDFORD, Massachusetts (AP) — Michael S. 
Dukakis on Tuesday proposed a plan aimed at 
restoring U.S. dominance in science and technol- 
ogy to allow development of new American prod- 
ucts that would compete successfully in foreign 
markets. 

“We’ve got to win the battle to be No. 1 in the 
technologies of the future," the Democratic nomi- 
nee told stndents at Tufts University. “We’ve got 
to build new industries. We've got to modernize 
our old ones so we can make top-of-the-line prod- 
ucts and earn top-of-the-line paychecks.” 

The Dukakis proposal included a plan to ask the 
National Science Foundation to draft annual 
sta le-by-state report cards rat the quality of science 
education, and programs to improve science teach- 
ing. 


He also proposed recruiting active and retired 
scientists and engineers to teach on at least a part- 
time basis, creating workplace centers to retrain 
employees fra new technologies, and establishing a 
network of national centers of excellence modeled 
after stale programs that encourage research and 
technology development.

Doubts on Day Care 
Keep Accumulating 

Both presidential candidates 
have proposed detailed plans for 
the day-care of children with 
mothers who work away from 
home. But, says Karl Zinsmeister, 
a research associate at the Ameri- 
can Enterprise Institute, a conser- 
vative-leaning Washington think 
tank, “the national day-care de- 
bate often ignores a central ques- 
tion: What effect does it have on 
our children?" 

In a Washington Post article, 
Mr. Zinsmeistfir rays that early 
research in the 1970s found day. 
care to have a generally neutral 


effect on children. But today, he 
says, negative evidence is steadily 
accumulating. 

Several studies have round that 
when babies less than a year old 
are placed in day care, perhaps as 
many as half of them “develop 
weak and insecure bonds with 
their parents, braids that are 
thought to be crucial to healthy 
later development. Moreover, this 
effect is apparent in all social stra- 
ta.” One study found that many 
infants interpret repeated daily 
separations from their mothers as 
rejection, and become withdrawn. 

Other studies show that chil- 
dren with early ixraparen tal care 
“tend to exhibit more serious ag- 

tience, more'ttSShavior and\ 
pattern of social conflict or with- 
drawal” 

The article noted that both Pe- 
nelope Leach and Benjamin 
Spock, authors of best-selling 
books on child care, both oppose 


group care for the very young. Dr. 
Spock contends that until the age 
of 3. a child needs individual care 
from the same person. 

“The deepest truth about paid 
child- rearing is that it is rarely 
more than a weak stand-in for 
parental care,” the author con- 
tends. “Someone is bong asked to 
do fra money what very few of us 
are able to do for any reason other 
than love.”

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Trouble in tbe Balkans 


Yugoslavia has long been a maverick 
among the nations of Eastern Europe 
Dominated for decades by a man who took 
orders from no one, it resisted Stalin’s iron 
grip and remained steadfastly nonaligned. 
Now, goaded by an ambitious politician 
named Slobodan Milosevic, it is tom by 
turmoil that se ems re markably like the ethnic 
rivalries erupting in parts of Mikhail Gorba- 
chev's empire from Armenia to the Baltic. 

But this Balkan crisis is as worrisome for 
the West as it is for the East.

A Wave of Protests 


Yugoslavia, Algeria, Latvia, Armenia, 
Chile. Poland. Burma. Sooth Korea — at an 
astounding number and range of places on 
either side of the weakened Iron Curtain a 
stunnin g global pattern is taking shape. 
Great numbers of citizens previously atom- 
ized, intimidated or apathetic are coming 
into the streets to assert a collective con- 
sciousness and, mostly peacefully, to press 
their grievances and demand redress. Faeh 
outburst has its distinctive causes, some 
economic, some political, some worthier 
than others. Yet it is apparent that modem 
communications have created links among 
otherwise scattered peoples and that a pow- 
erful force of related purpose and mutual 
encouragement is at work. 

There is always injustice and a craving 
for undeserved power in the world, and 
there are always brave people prepared to 
straggle against the one or the other. Tbe 
scope and parallel profiles of the current 
actions, however, suggest something spe- 
cial. People are asking for what they regard 
as their political or ethnic or economic 
birthrights. They are demanding that the 
authorities of their societies respond to 
them. Their instrument, furthermore, is 
generally not armed revolution, conspiracy 
or terrorism but mass protest conducted in 
the light of day. The means as well as the 
ends are a tribute to the democratic idea. 

Some part of this development, we sus- 
pect, traces back to human rights support 
given to repressed peoples during the now 
so widely condemned Carter years. Some 
part comes too. no doubt, from the boost 
given to democracy and free enterprise dur- 
ing and by the Reagan administration. 


Plainly something is owing as well to tbe 
partid exercise of these ideas, sharply limit- 
ed as it has been, by Mikhail Gorbachev. 
Hie reduction of great-power tensions 
seems to have made room far people to 
assert what has long been on their minds. In 
what they say, one senses a desperation 
going beyond rage, a feeling that the time is 
now or never to catch up with the opportu- 
nities that modem life offers. 

The old authorities, meanwhile, seem 
caught unawares. Whether through a premo- 
nition of common sense or a loss of confi- 
dence, their tendency — not everywhere 
equally in evidence — is to bring to bear less 
force than they might, to propitiate some of 
those protesting and to avoid catling down 
international rebuke on their own heads 
Typically, their programs are halfhearted 
and only spur on the protests. Democracies 
are not proof against punches, but they roll 
with them. Political structures not grounded 
in popular legitimacy respond only slowly 
and unsurdy; they can stnL-e bade. 

If the spirit of tbe far-flung demonstra- 
tors is in some measure democratic, that 
does not mean that their success would 
everywhere enshrine democratic practice. 
Many of these societies lade a habit of 
democracy; many of the protest movements 
are merely seeking a little more material 
comfort or autonomy in their own affairs; 
ethnic movements in particular have a po- 
tential to turn nasty. Still, there is some- 
thing reassuring about the sight of so many 
regimes that arc autocratic and worse hav- 
ing at least in some degree to answer to tbe 
demands of their own people.

Dispense With S&Ls 


As the losses of insolvent savings and loan 
institutions keep rising, it is obvious that 
there is going to have to be an mormons 
bailout with taxpayers’ money, and the soon- 
er the better. The only real question is on the 
other side of the deaL What will America’s 
taxpayers get in return for the $50 trillion or 
more that this cleanup is going to cost? 

Simply folding up the failed S&Ls is not 
nearly enough. The failures are the product 
of a weak and degraded regulatory system 
that has historically been dominated by 
S&L owners, their trade associations and 
their friends in Congress and in successive 
administrations. The time has come to abol- 
ish the savings and loan industry. 

Strong and profitable S&Ls, of which 
there are many, are indistiguishable from 
banks except that they are mare loosely 
regulated. It is time to require all the S&Ls 
that qualify to turn themselves into bonks 
and pul themselves under the stronger and 
better-policed rules that govern banks. Those 
which cannot qualify as banks are loo fragile 
to survive, and for safety’s sake they will 
have to be merged or shut down. 

Tbe justification for a separate S&L sys- 
tem — separate institutions, separate laws, 
a separate regulatory agency — has long 
since faded. There was a time when in most 
dries there were areas in winch the banks 
were reluctant to lend. The only sources of 


credit for people trying to buy homes woe 
often tbe neighborhood-based S&Ls. But 
now it is illegal for banks to red-line neigh- 
borhoods. And many of the S&Ls have 
grown into big operations, taking deposits 
just like banks and engaging in a very wide 
range of lending anil investing. 

Over the years the industry has lobbied in 
Washington with notable success for pre- 
ferential treatment an grounds f hat the in- 
dustry is essential to housing construction 
and real estate sales. But there are many 
sources of mortage money, and the present 
financial catastrophe shows the necessity of 
abolishing tbe preferences and putting 
than all under the same standards. 

Both tbe Reagan administration and Con- 
gress are desperate to avoid any serious dis- 
cussion of the insolvent SftT.« until after the 
election. In tbe kind of gesture that invites 
derision, the House of Representatives voted 
last week for a bipartisan camrmsatm to 
study tbe situation. That’s a dodge. There are 
very few people in Congress who do not 
know precisely what has gone wrong. But are 
they prepared to undertake anything more 
than a temporary patch job? When they 
present the public with the bill for folding 
up the insolvents — as they surely will next 
year — what assurance are they going to 
offer that it won’t all happen again?

For most of this century, hun- 
dreds and hundreds of millions of 
people around the world believed 
that in America the streets were 
paved with gold. Now millions and 
ntiOions know that some of the most 
famous streets are paved with pot- 
boles and lined with beggars. 

Life in lean, mean America is 
seen as savage by pro-American cit- 
izens of Stockholm or Milan and by 
energetic capitalists in Tokyo or 
Singapore- People who take for 
granted free medical care and flee 
education and know nothing of fear 
mi their Own streets are not lining 
up anymore fra immigrant visas to 
an America that sometimes seems 
wretched and tempest-tossed. 

Many of them are well aware that 
the best of American methane and 
education is probably the best in die 
world, better than most of them can 
ever expect for their own chfldren. 
But tbe price is too high for them in 
both money and social tensions. 


In conversation these last few 
yeare, American cities, spectacularly 
rich and frighteningly impoverished 
(particularly New Yak), are erf ten 
compared with Third World cities. 

“New York used to be like Paris, 
but now it reminds me of Rio," said 
a Frenchwoman who has happily 
spent much of her life on the East 
Side of Manhattan. “New Yorkers 
now see only what they want to see. 
The bodies don’t bother them, they 
step around them." 

Educated Europeans and Asians 
see America, almost aO of it now. as 
a great place to visit or do business, 
but they don’t want to tive there. 

Such thoughts en rag p most Amer- 
icans became they believe they are 
simply not true, that foreigners love 
to pick on America because Ameri- 
cans have earned so much and done 
so much (Look what we did for them 
in the wan!) — it’s just envy. So, 
Dan Quayle was right in describing 
the attitudes of many average Amer- 
icans, many Crf whom do seem to 
think that this is the 1950s and we 
have to eat our carrots and think of 


Europe is rich again— has b«n 
for a long tune. So is much of Asia. 
You can forget yourself in Kuala 
Lumpur and think you are in Los 
Angeles, But many of these coun- 
tries have choseiL usually demo- 
cratically, to distribute their wealth 
in ways different from what the 
United States docs. 

We Americans kid ourselves a lot 
The United States is a great country 
and one of tbe greatest things about 
it is the restlessness and mobility of 
Americans living in a wide open sys- 
tem where people are free to try 
almost anything. Anyone is free to 
succeed in Europe, but only by play- 


ing by nod rules begriming with 
good grades in tbe first tea in the 
first grade of school America's se- 
cret is tbe freedom to faO — and to 
try again, and again, with a new idea, 
in a new business, in a new place, 
maybe with a new name or rfeumd. 

Now Americans have begun to 
talk to each other about the great 
American “family values.” That is 
comedy to Frenmmai and I talians 
who visit their mothers or grand- 
mothers every Sunday — if they 
don't still live with them Americans 
are the people who have always left 

their parents at the first opportunity: 

left them behind in Europe in one 
century, left them behind to go West 
in the next A nation of leavers. 

Most other countries are not com- 
fortable with that kind of freedom 
— including the freedom to maki» 
and keep enormous amounts of 
money — and have chosen greater 
equality of life-style. They are geoer- 
aDy satisfied with that choice. Pari- 
sans, as far as I can tell having lived 
in this city fra a time; find it rational 
to have rally one television set and, 
maybe, one little car. but to be able 
to take monthlong vacations awt 
walk safely outside their own house 
or anybody rise's at mi dnigh t.

The Bleeping Fax Machine: 
You Ain h Seen Nothin’ Yet

N EW YORK —Bleep. Bleep. There 
you are in the midst of a busy 
workday, waiting for an important mes- 
sage from the west Coast. Suddenly lire 
facsimile machine pulses into action, 
chirping and buzzing, ejecting a printed 
page 30 seconds later. 

The document is from the Acme Wid- 
get Co, announcing a new Sine of budget 
widgets. Even if you needed a widget, you 
did not want to think about it right now. 

It’s a fax attack. And there is not 
much you can do about iL 
The word “fax,” listed in Webster’s as 
a noun, has become a verb. Someone can 
fax you something unexpectedly — 

MEANWHILE 

cold-faxing you, so to speak. Someone 
you do not know can dim your fax num- 
ber and leave a Jong, boring message. 

Even more aggravating, unsolicited 
faxes use your electricity and your fac- 
simile paper (at about 10 cents a page). 
And when a fax machine is hooked up to 
a “dedicated’* line — a phone line open 
to facsimile transmission at all hours of 
the day or night — there is little escape. 
It is a direct marketer's dream. 

“We got our first junk fax recently, 
and it gave me a horrible chin, ” sard 
Ravelle Brickman, who owns a public 
relations company in New York. “U 
uses up our paper and ties up our ma- 
chine. The unwanted fax came from a 
company that seDs facsimile supplies. 

Facsimile junk mail has yet to fulfill 
its intrusive potential, however. 

“Fax directories have been compiled, 
but iuiik mall hasn’t readied the broad 
level it will in a few years," said Roger 
Dooley, the publisher of Electronic 
House, a bimonthly magazine. He esti- 
mated that less than 2 percent of the 
1 million fax machines installed in the 
United States are in private homes. But 
the number is growing rapidly. 

Sparked by new low-cosi models, the 
facsimile revolution has undeniably 
been more boon than bother. Advertis- 
ing agencies can now send out story- 
boards and layouts in a flash. Corpo- 
rate high-rollers fire off memos from 


the rear of limousines, using portable 
fax machines and cellular telephones. 
Boa is, planes, trains: Wherever there 
are phones, there can be faxes. 

Restaurant owners fax menus to near- 
by offices. Doctors transmit prescriptions 
to pharmacies. In Tokyo, a drain of cof- 
fee shops is equipped with coin-operated 
fax machines. And in New York and Los 
Angeles, radio stations encourage listen- 
ers to fax their song requests. 

In this never-ending quest to ' 
per farther, faster, the fax 
phawyrf die way we live, raising new 
questions of protocol and privacy. Some 
analysts say facsimile machines will re- 
quire government regulation. 

But not all unsolicited faxes have a 
mercantile intent. Mark Pollard, the 

f resident of Pace Publications, got his 
irst fax attack recently in the form 
of a full-page dirty joke. 

“It turned out to be from one of our 
printers in Minneapolis," he said. 

The fax can also sene as a negotiating 
tool. “1 get contracts and deal notes from 
all over the world." said Stanley Buch- 
thal, who produced the film “Hauspray." 
In the middle of a complex movie deal, he 
sometimes works the phone and the fax 
machine simultaneously. 

Keiko, a New York swimwear design- 
er. sends facsimile copies of her cre- 
ations around the United States. 

While the fax machine has taken 
much of the uncertainty out of transmit- 
ting information, it has also removed 
some of the hypocrisy. 

“You no longer make a decision about 
whether or not to receive a call, and you 
never question the tone or manner," said 
Peter AmeU. a oo-owner of the advertis- 
agency Amell-Bickford Associates, 
e’s no room for interpretation or for 
•dears’ and ‘thank youV " 

Charlotte Ford,* author of a book on 
modern etiquette, has not quite figured 
out proper fax decorum. 

“it is rude, 1 ' she said, to fax unwant- 
ed material to someone. And she did 
not think it suitable to fax party invita- 
tions.

March 1990. But before stepping 
down, be must hold a competitive 
presidential election in December 
of next year to coincide with voting 
for congress.

These leaders 
have been unsettled by the urgings 
of the former prime minister, Lu- 
bomir Strougal, for a faster pace to 


Mr. Strougal, who served as 
prime minis ter for eighteen years, 
resigned Monday together with his 
deputy prime minister, Peter Co- 
lotka. Both men also were removed 
from the party’s presidium, its 
hipest ruling body. 

The changes were Minnunwti in 
Prague at the end of a two-day 


meeting of the party’s Central 
Committee. Also Tuesday, the par- 
ty announced the resignation of the 
entire council of ministers. 

Addressing the meeting on Mon- 
day, Mr. Jakes said it was necessary 
for “new mechanisms of control 
and planning” to go into place tty 
the stan of the next five-year plan 
in 1991. 

But he repeated charges of a 
campaign, which he said was 
stirred by Western governments 
and supported by the Western 
press, to exploit the process of 
change in Warsaw Pact countries 
“aimed at destabilizing society.” 

The unification of power around 
Mr. Jakes was reinforced with the 
appointment of five new presidium 
members. Some of those appoint- 
ed, like Miroslav Zavadil, a 36- 
year-old former miner, are said to 
represent the party's hard-line fac- 
tion, while others, such as Frauds- 
zek Pitra, are relatively unknown, 
younger party leaders whose ap- 
pointments appear to reflect a de- 
sire to inject fresh blood into the 
leadership aide. 


At the same time, some of the 
more conservative presidium mem- 
bers, such as Vasil Bilak, consid- 
ered the arbiter of orthodoxy 
among the Czechoslovak leaders.

The policy of Mr. Jakes since he 
became party leader in December 
has been to bring the country into 
step with the policies of change 
advocated by the Soviet Union, but 
to proceed prudently and slowly.

but fatally short on dramatic intensity. 

Someone somewhere seems to have dedi- 
cated 1988 as the year of “The Tempest” 
Already we have John Wood as a Stratford 
Prospero, the Japanese at Edinburgh, and 
next week we get Max von Sydow in the 
role for Jonathan Miller at the Old Vic. 
Logically Hall's “‘Tempest'’ should have 
been the great dimax of and farewell to his 
years at the National but in fact it's an 
oddly low-key and unmvdvmg affair, per- 
haps better seen in the original studio con- 
ditions than moved into the vast open 
spaces of the Olivier Stage. 

This is minimalis t late- Shakespeare, 
stripped literally to the bone — Arid even 
flies down on one from the heavens — and 


determined not to give an inch to the au- 
tumnal melancholy of what many have 
always wrongly seen as Shakespeare's own 
farewell to his craft. 

But the price of schoolroom discipline 
has always been a certain lack of magic. 
True we get the circle of sand with which 
Hall surrounded Ms earliest “Trail us” at 
Stratford almost 30 years ago, but beyond 
that and a fiery Miranda from Shirley 
Henderson (replacing Hall’s daugh ter, who 
has withdrawn from the production) there 
is precious little to focus the attention. 

A chorus of moonwaUring mutants, a 
bloodsoaked Caliban from Tony Haygarth 
and a tetchy Sebastian from Basil Henson 
all surround Bryant as if expecting a final 
breakthrough into mesmeric stardom, 
whereas the lesson of the IS years that he 
has shared with Hall on the South Bank is 
that he lacks the authority of ftospero. 

□ 

At the Lyric on Shaftesbury Avenue, 
“Dry Rot” marks the return to the stage of 
Sr Brian Rix after an absence of almost 12 
years. He is of course welcome bade, and 


would have been even more welcome in a 
less ramshackle vehicle. 

John Chapman’s farce dates from 19S4, 
and is the one about the crooked bookies 
trying to fix a race by switching horses. It 
was never the strongest of farces, and 
would certainly not stand up to the best of 
Ben Travers or even Vernon Sylvaine. But

it was brilliantly crafted for the original 
Rix company at the Whitehall of which 
Chapman was one of the earliest actor- 
members. 

The trouble with the current Christopher 
Renshaw revival is that it is lacking in team 
spirit of any kind. 

When he was leading his permanent 
company at the Whitehall Rix could regu- 
larly get four or five years out of an even 
mediocre farce by galvanizing his company 
nightly, urging them on from the wings or 
center stage and joining cast and audience 
into a mutual admir ation society, so that 
the actors and the public were linked for 


years in appreciation of dropped trousers 
and appalling jokes. 

Now there is no longer either an audi- 
ence or a company honed to that kind of 
comic tradition, “Dry Rot” just seems a 
desperately dated.

NEW YORK — Stock prices closed slightly 
lower Tuesday in slow tradmg on the New York 
Stock Exchange, but an afternoon recovery led 
by IBM and other technology issues helped 
erase sharp losses suffered early in the session. 

The Daw Jones industrial average, which rose 
8.71 points on Monday, fell 149 to dose at 
2,156.47. 

Declines led advances by 4 to 3. Volume 
totaled 140.90 million shares, up from 124.66 
million traded on Monday. 

“One could be a little disappointed that there 
was no strong follow through to Monday’s new 
recovery high,” said HDdegard Zagorski, a mar- 
ket analyst with Prudential-Bache Securities 
Inc. 

Ms. Zagorski was reform® to Monday’s close 
oi 2,158.96, the highest level since last year’s 
market collapse and just above the previous 
recovery high of 2,158.61, set July 5. 

“On the other hand, the market did hang in 
there and dosed an a positive note,” she said. 
“It really wasn’t a bad day. More of a maim *, 
nance day.” 

Broad-market indexes also slipped to lower 
levels. The New York Stock Exchange index fell 
0.19 to 156.77. Standard ft Poor’s 500-stock 
index fell 031 to 277.93. The price of an average 
share lost 4 cents. 

Hie market pulled back right after the open- 
ing bell and bottomed out at midday with the 
Dow down nearly 18 points before tire after- 
noon recovery. 

A1 Goldman, market strategist with A. G. 
Edwards ft Sous in Sl Louis, said the early 
pullback reflected weakness in the bond mar- 
ket, a softer dollar and some profit taking in 


view of the market's strong four-day advance. 

“This is a market of stocks not a stock market 
right now,” Mr. Goldman said. “While the 
overall momentum is still on the upside, the 
main moves will continue to be in individual, 
selective issues.” 

Mr. Goldman said .it was unlikely the market 
would Launch a sustained move in either direc- 
tion ahead of a series of economic reports due 
this week. 

On Thursday the market is to see the U.S. 
merchandise trade report for August And on 
Friday, the government will release the produc- 
er price index for September. In addition, the 
final debate of the presidential candidates is 
Thursday night 

“This market is responding to the now rather 
than looking six to nine months ahead,” Mr. 
Goldman said. “It shows very little long-term 
conviction. It responds to every bit ctf news, and 
after the response, returns to its recent trance.” 

Kroger was the most active issue, down 2% to

Pretoria Panel 
Is Investigating 
Gold Fields Bid

JOHANNESBURG — The 
South African anti -monopoly 
agency said on Tuesday it was in- 
vestigating a hostile takeover bid 
for Britain's Consolidated Gold 
Fields PLC by South African-con- 
trolled Minerals & Resources 
Corp. 

Gold Helds' management has 
appealed to several governments to 
help block the £2 billion ($3.4 bil- 
tionl takeover attempt by Minorco, 
the Luxembourg-based investment 
arm of Anglo American Corp. or 
South Africa and its affiliated Dc 
Beers Consolidated Mines Ltd. 

• The investigation was the first 
sign of official concern in South 
Africa that Anglo American, al- 
ready the world’s biggest gold pro- 
ducer, could increase its domi- 
nance of the country's gold 
production. Gold Fields is the 
world’s second-biggest gold miner. 

Gold Fields stock feQ 16 pence 
to 1.271 pence a share oa the Lon- 
don Stock Exchange on Tuesday. 
There was speculation of govern- 
ment objections to the Minorco 
bid. which offers cash and stock 
totaling £13.06 per share. 

Minorco already owns about 29 
percent of Gold Fields, and its bid 
values the entire company at £2.9 
billion. 

The South African Competition 
Board said it was examining 
“whether an acquisition by Anglo 
American Coro, and De Beers 
Consolidated Mines of Gold Fields 
of South Africa” has been attempt- 
ed “and the nature and extent of 
the con trotting interest held and 
acquired.” 

If the bid were to succeed, Min- 
orco would gain control of Consoli- 
dated GoWFiridsf 38 percent stake 
in Gold Fields of Sooth Africa. But 
Min oioo has said it plans to sell 
that holding. 

“This is in line with our policy of 
investigating merge rs and acquisi- 
tions outside our borders that could 
have an effect made South Africa,"

Anglo American and the South 
African government have had wary 
relations. The founding family of

Since suppliers of alcoholic bev- 
erages are generally barred by law 
from owning U^. retail stores or 
distributors. American Brands bad 
one choice: gel bigger or get oul 

In May 1987, it bought die liquor 
business from National Distillers & 
Chemicals Corp., now Quantum 
Chemical, for $584 million. Na- 
tional Distillers, whose brands in- 
cluded DeKuyper’s Peachtree 
schnapps and Gilbey's gin. wanted 
to focus on its chemicals business. 

Now. without any major over- 
haul on American Brands’ part, 
both companies' brands are getting 
more attention from distributors. 

"if they get another three or four 
major brands, as they clearly in- 
tend to do, they will have arrived,” 
said Carl Manigneui. co-owner of 
the Carolina Wine Co., a large 
Massachusetts distributor. 

Clearly. Mr. Alley would rather 
make more of what be has. bowev- 
er. than spend heavily to develop 
new products. American Brands 
spent a mere $16 million — three- 
lenths of one percent of sales — on 
research and development last 
year, compared- with the seven- 
lenths of one percent spent by oth- 
er consumer products companies 
tracked by the Standard & Poor's 
Corp. Compustat Service. 

As a result, the company aims 
for line extensions rather than 
product breakthroughs. This year, 
it introduced a blueberry-flavored 
schnapps. It also brought out up- 
dated versions of some of its popu- 
lar cigarettes. such as Pall Mall Red 
filters, as well as two new brands. 

Spendiag on advertising has 
been rising as a percentage of sales. 
While total domestic advertising 
expenditures on tobacco products 
shrank 15 percent last year, to $621 
million, American Brands' Ameri- 
can Tobacco division increased 
spending by 5 pcrcon, according to 
a survey by Advertising Age. 

The upshot was that market 
share reached 7.2 percent by mid- 
year, up two-tenths of one percent 
from the year before, according to 
John C Maxwell Jr., an analyst at 
Wheat, Fust Securities. 

Still, American Brands picks its 
shots. Since smokers are unlikely to 
switch to an unfiltered cigarette, 
the company does not promote its 
PaO Mall unfiltered brand. 

Such an ability to know when to 
be hold back has made the compa- 
ny rich in cash but has occasionally 
made it ill-suited for some forays 
into consumer products that re- 
quire heavy support, such as cook- 
ies and skin lotions. 

Mr. Alley has been trying to un- 
wind some of those earty mis- 
matches, and the effort has not 
made him popular among former 
subordinates.

Turkey Decontrols Rates as Lira Plunges

ISTANBUL — The Turkish lira 
plunged to a record low against the 
dollar on Tuesday, and the govern- 
ment freed interest rates in a bid to 
hall the f all 

Prime Minister Turgot Ozal an- 
nounced interest rates had been de- 
controlled after senior bankers held 
urgent talks with Central Bank of- 
ficials in Ankara on the collapse of 
the lira. 

The lira fell below 1,930 to the 
dollar on the interbank market 
Deals between street traders in the 
Istanbul bazaar, known as Tahta- 
kale, bid the currency even lower. 

The prices have gone crazy," 
said Ali Hosgur, a bazaar trader, 
after the dollar at one point 
touched 1,970 lira. 


Mr. Ozal was quoted by the 
semi-official Anatolian News 
Agency as saying that decontrol- 
ling interest rates would lower in- 
flation and attract savings into lira 
deposits. 

He did not say which rates would 
be decontrolled. Monetary sources 
had predicted deposit interest rales 
would be freed from their present 
ceilings ranging- from 64 percent 
for one-year lira deposits (town to 
lOjjercmt for sight deposits. 

Bankers fixed an offkaal lira rate 
of 1,838 far Wednesday, down 
from L790 for Tuesday. 

The official rate has fallen 12.8 
percent since the interbank market 
was inaugurated on Sept 14. 

The Central Bank intervened 


heavily Monday morning, support- 
ing tbe Ora by s elling about $85 
milli on in its first-ever open inter- 
vention. 

But dealers’ confidence was bro- 
ken when the official rale was fixed 
sharply lower in the afternoon. 

The Central Bank wants to sta-

Falling Costs 
Spur Taiwan 
Gold Buying

TAJPEI —Taiwan physical gold 
imports have soared more than ten- 
fold this year, a Finance Ministry 
official disclosed Tuesday. Dealers 
said thejump reflected lower world 
gold prices and a cut in sales lax 
and added that the trend would 
continue as funds shift away from 
the tumbling stock markeL 

The country imported 291 J> met- 
ric tons of gold worth almost S4.6 
billion in the first nine months of 
1988. said the official, who de- 
clined to be named. Physical im- 
ports comprised 289.04 metric tons 
of gold bars worth $435 billion and 
236 tons of coins valued at S345 
rnffli nn, be «nH in an interview. 

In the first nine months or 1987, 
imports were 2351 metric terns of 
gold bars and 134 tons of coins. 

The official attributed the rise to a 
surge in private-sector gold imports 
after the removal of a 5 percent sales 
lax cm gold trading chi July 1. 

Dealers said that private-sector 
imports, mainly by jewelry shops 
and trading companies, have been 
rising since mid-September due to 
weaker prices. 

The private sector is expected 
to import more gold in the final 
auarter of 1988 because of rising 
demand in Taiwan,” said Judy 
Yeh, assistant vice president of the 
China Trust Precious Metals Co. 

The dealers said that imports 
could reach about 325 metric tons 
for the whole of 1988. 

Ms. Yeh said that a growing 
number of stock investors were 
switching to gold doe to a sharp fall 
in share prices following the gov- 
ernment’s decision to impose a tax 
on capita] gams from stock sales in 
January 1989. 

About 65 percent of the imports 
were made oy the Central Bank 
and the rest by the private sector. 

The Central Bank has not 
bought gold from the United States 
since late July, after Washington 
complained that the imports were 
being ma/te to artificially reduce 
Taiwan's trade surplus. 


Japanese Trade Surplus Is Expected to Narrow

TOKYO — The Japanese merchandise trade 
surplus is likely to narrow by about 9 percent in 
September on a sharp rise in imports, econo- 
mists said Tuesday. 

The figures are to be released Thursday, the 
same day as U.S. August trade figures are due. 

Slow imports of crude oil had led many 
economists to believe that Japan's trade surplus 
would expand for the month, but an unexpect- 
ed resurgence of Japanese purchases of over- 
seas goods has dispelled those worries. 

“Continued rapid import growth is keeping 
the trade surplus from exploding," said David 
Gerstenhaber. senior economist at Morgan 
Stanley International Lid. 

In a recent poll of economists, forecasts for 
Japan's unadjusted surplus in September aver- 
aged $6.8 billion, against $7.42 billion a year 
earlier. The predictions ranged from $6.0 bil- 
lion to $7.6 billion. 

A narrowing of the September trade surplus 
would mark the 15th drop in the past 16 
months. 


"Growth in manufactured imports is making 
up for the drop in oil buying," said Matthew 
Beriow. an economist at tiucorp Scrimgeour 
Vickers. 

He added that the decline in the trade bal- 
ance "would be even more, but exports are 
quite strong." 

Japanese oil purchases have been declining in 
reaction to heavy buying before August, when 
an increased oil import tax went into effecL 

Purchases of crude oil and other Iuels by 
Japan had been heavy, accounting for 22.6 
percent of overall imports in the first half of the 
year. 

For the first 20 days of September, according 
to figures announced on Oct. 5. Japan's oil 
imports plunged 35.9 percent from a vear earli- 
er. 

Despite that drop, overall imports rose 31 .1 
percent, surpassing a 27 percent rise in imports 
in August 

A Finance Ministry official has said that if 
oil imports and crude prices were steady in 
September, imports would have climbed an 
additional five or six percentage points. 


Although interim figures are not comprehen- 
sive, the official said, overall imports appear to 
have jumped as Japanese companies boosted 
purchases from their overseas subsidiaries. 

Imports of nonferrous metal products, tex- 
tiles and food appeared to be particularly brisk, 
he added. 

Japan's trade surplus for the fust 20 days of 
September shrank to $3.46 billion, from S4 41 
billion a year earlier. 

“We were totally confused by the sharp in- 
crease in imports'’ in the 20-day period, one 
economist said, “especially after imports were 
up only 12 percent for the first 10 days of the 
month.” 

An economist at the Nomura Research Insti- 
tute. Hidehiro Iwaki. said, "September exports 
are likely to be up around 12 percent, but the 
real difficulty is uying to estimate imports.” 

The uade figures could be a surprise when 
the data are in for the whole month, he said. 

“The first 20 days of the month usually 
account for only about 50 percent of a month’s 
trade," he said.

U.S. undercover agents penetrat- 
ed the money laundering operation

Twenty customs agents took part 
in the investigation, which *l«r in- 
volved the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and the Internal Reve- 
nue Service. 

- British and French drug enforce- 
ment agents also played key roles 
in the investigation, code-named 
Operation C- Chase. 

A number of the bank officials 
were arrested when they arrived in 
Tampa to attend a wedding staged 
by undercover agents that was to 
take place Sunday in Tarpon 
Springs. They were arrested as they 
beaded to the bachelor party. 

The charges focus on what U3L, 
British ana French customs offi- 
cials alkgp was the laundering of at 
least $32 million in drug profits. 
Bank of Credit is accused of having 


laundered $14 million of the total 
amount. 

Beginning in July 1986. the un- 
dercover agents dealt pr imari ly 
with Gonzalo Mora Jr., who alleg- 
edly controlled a laundering net- 
work in Medellin. Colombia, home 
of the Medellin Cartel to service 
traffickers, the Associated Press re- 
ported. 

“Colombian traffickers are really 
looking to Europe to improve ihor 
markets.” Mr. Von Raab said, “but 
they can’t operate without coopera- 
tion from financial institutions — 
that’s why this case is important" 

According to drug enforcement 
officials, the alleged laundering 
scheme centered around a Bank of 
Credit branch in Tampa, where il- 
licit drug money was collected from 
seven American dues and then de- 
posited in the form of certificates 
of deposit 

Bank of Credit would then, it is 
alleged, lend the money out to drug 
traffickers through branch loca- 
tions in Britain, France, Panama.

In London, a Bank of Credit 
spokesman said that the bank was 
"wholly unaware of any violation 
that allegedly has been committed 
and wishes to state categorically 
that at no time has it knowingly 
been involved in drug traffic relat- 
ed to money laundering.” 

John Hilibery. a Bade of Credit 
general manager in London who is 
acting as bank spokesman, added. 
“These allegations are of a serious 
nature. BCC finds itself involved in 
a malicious campaign against itself 
which will have to be unraveled in 
the courts.” 

He said that the company has 
not yet seen the actual allegations 
being made “and cannot yet re- 
spond to any specific charges." 

Mr. Hilibery said that the bank, 
which concentrates on trade devel- 
opment in the Third World and die 
provision of letters of credit, would 
cooperate fully with the official in- 
vestigations. "BCC has received in- 
quiries from U.S. government 
agencies and their counterparts in 
the U.K. and France into customer 
accounts held within BCC,” he 


said. "BCC has complied with all 
requests and will continue to do 
so.” 

Bank of Credit chief sharehold- 
ers include the family of Salem Ah- 
med bin Mafbouz. which owns the 
National Commercial Bank of Sau- 
di Arabia; the Abu Dhabi Invest- 
ment Authority, which is believed 
to hold a 10 percent interest: and 
numerous wealthy individuals 
based in the Gulf. 

Bunk of America was among the 
original shareholders when the 
bank was founded in the early 
1970s. Bui it disposed of its 25 
percent holding in 1980 and 1981. 

Banking sources in London said 
Bank of Credit has a reputation for 
being aggressive and controversial, 
haiing expanded far more rapidly 
than most other banks of its size 
over the past 15 years.

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A DEADLY SILENCE — The Ordeal of 
Qieiyi Pierson: A Case of Incest and Murder

T> UBLISHERS list this land of book in a category 
X called “true crime,” but U A Deadly SOence" rises 
above that categorization. It does so because of Dena 
Kkiman's excel le nt reporting and analysis of the crud 
facts in the case of Cheryl Pierson, a Long Island, New 
York, teen-ager who in 1986 hired a fellow student to kill 
ter father. 

The baric facts of the case are clear and uncontested: 
James Pierson, a successful 42-year-old electrician and 
businessman, was shot dead in his driveway as he left 
hone for work on a cold February morning. The assassin 
was Sean Pica, a high school student and Eagle Scout 
with no record of violence- He had been paid S40Q by 
Cheryl Pierson, James Pierson’s older daughter, and her 
boyfriend, Rob Cucrio, to cany oat the murder. 

Beyond these few facts Things get legally ambiguous — 


vulgar in his manner. Cheryl was a sweet, devoted 
daughter, who during her mother’s long illness and 
following ber death had taken responsibility for running 
the household and raising her younger sister, JoAnn. She 
had taken her mother’s part in more ways than one, as it 
turns out: As Cheryl testified in defense of her actions, 
Janies Pierson had been sexually fondling her since she 
was 1 1 years old, having sexual intercourse with her since 
she was 13. 

The Pierson case raised a difficult legal question — 
does incest justify murder? — and severalKDOtty psycho- 
logical issues. Why did Cheryl stay in an incestuous 
relationship for five years, and why. if she wanted out, 
didn't she seek legal remedy first? 

It was this last question that most troubled Judge 
Harvey Sherman, who in an effort to understand heard 
extensive psychiatric testimony: He heard about the 
symptoms of post-traumatic stress disorder, about how 
victims. in an effort to protect themselves emotionally 


deny, or disassociate themselves from, a horrid reality. 
He heard about how incest victims come ultimately to 
hold themselves responsible For their abuse, making it 
impossible to go public. And he heard that Cheryl’s 
mnwfcr plot was probably a fantasy, one that would have 
gone unfulfilled had she not, by coincidence, shared it 
with a classmate with psychological needs of his own. 
Cheryl was probably genuinely horrified, as she acted, 
when she discovered her father dead — even though it 
was rise who contracted for the murder. 

Even so, Judge Sherman smt Cheryl to jail for six 
months; Pica got 24 years. 

The court stopped there, but Hetman, who covoed 
the trial for The New York Times, did not She dug m to 
the family histories of the Piersons and Pica and talked 
to the Piersons’ neighbors, and what she reports is 
startling. Scratch the veneer of amity and co mm u nity 
stability in this suburban town, she wntes, and bdow lies 
a shared secret of famil y aggression and community 
collusion. In the Pierson family the pattern of physical 
and wnni afoiy can be traced back at least to Cheryl's 
great-grandmother.

Manila’s jeepney Nina Simone: Never the Same Twice

M ANILA — Eveiy Southeast 
Asian country has its own 
form of cheap urban transporta- 
tion — Vie tnam has three-wheeled 
cydos, Thailand has motorized 
tuk-tuks, and Indonesia has long- 
scorned betiaks. 

But of all the wheeled contrap- 
tions that ply the streets of Asia’s 
capitals, the gold medal for ingenu- 
ity goes to the Philippine j eepaey. 

The jeepney belches Black 
smoke, ft disrupts traffic as it loads 


smoke, ft disrupts traffic as it loads 
and unloads p assenger s on busy 
thoroughfares. Its drivers ignore 
traffic laws, like stopping at red 


lights. The jeepney’s interior, jam- 
packed with passengers sitting el- 


packed with passengers sitting d- 
bow-to-elbow and knec-to-taiee, 
can be as hot as a sauna, with the 
tropical sun baking the tin roof. 

But at an average of about two 
pesos per ride (about 10 cents), the 
leepney is the preferred method of 
transportation for this overcrowd- 
ed city of eight million people. 

Fib pin os nave become so depen- 
dent on Ure vehicles that the jeep- 
ney has emerged as a national sym- 
bol. President Coraaon C. Aquino, 
on a state visit last August, present- 
ed to the Sultan of Brunei a cus- 
tom-made, bright-yellow jeepney. 
(The only other known jeepney 
outside of the Philippines is owned

The jeepney isproof- 
posidve, he said, that “the Filipino 
can adapt easily." 

Sarao is the 35-year-old scion to 

ney afte/worid War II, whence 
devastated country was left with no 
means of public transport, and the 
departing American soldiers were 
leaving behind a surplus of used 
mQiiaiy jeeps. 

“Some enterprising Filipinos cat 
it in half, elongated the chasis and 
the top, and were able to solve our 
transportation problem," Sarao ex- 
plained.

Often derided as a traffic 
menace, the jeepney is periodically 
the target of a crusade by some 
well-intentioned city official who 
wants to ban them from Manila 
streets.

When the government announced a 
fuel price increase last year, for 
example, the jeepney drivers went 
on strike and the city rame to a 
virtual standstill. Prices were rolled 
back. 


JDEFORE hitting the congested 
streets, each jeepney is christened 
with a name that bespeaks the con- 
flicting strands of the Filipino psy- 
che: the driver’s sexual prowess, his

Along with Billie Holiday, Frank Sinatra 
and Ella Fitzgerald and few others, it is 
instantly identifiable and universally re- 
spected. Bittersweet, with fractured inten- 
sity, the voice is a dark and incisive, intelli- 
gently presented, and it can make your hair 
stand up. Her choice of materi al is unique 
in its range, with hits including Gershwin’s 
“I Love You Porgy.” The Bee Gees’ To 
Love Somebody,” Jacques BreTs “Ne Me 
Qdtte Pas” (in French) and “Pirate Jenny” 
by Kurt WeflL Cross-index her under jazz, 
rock, pop, gospel, soul and folk. She sings 
as she has liwed — on the edge. 

Simone contends she cannot be “back" 
because she has never left, li is true that she 
has never stopped performing and record- 
ing, though in the early ’8us she might 
charitably be described as keeping a low 
profile. As with Chet Baker, producers re- 
hired her against their better judgment, 
even after she had showed up late or not at 
all, for the love of her talent and because, 
as with Charles Mingus, her public re- 
mained faithful though she could be ag- 
gressive with them. And like Miles Davis, 
she has been called “difficult" by the press. 
Such difficulty, however, often st emme d 
from lade of tolerance for dumb questions. 

Having been her own worst enemy with 
frequent scowls and tantrums, her com- 
portment during a recent interview by a 
French reporter seemed almost heroic: 

FR: Where do you live? 

NS: I live in Holland.

After the reporter left, an observer re- 
marked. “You have a lot of patience." 

“Yes I do, don’t I!" The affirmation was 
emphatic. She cocked her head with pride. 
There was also a hint of martyrdom m the 
voice. She appears to be learning patience 
as if learning how to walk. You sense her 
many wounds and how difficult it must be 
for her not to dwell on them. 

But her revival thanks to Chanel is an 
unexpected opening and she is determined 
not to blow it thwi. she has been an 
time for concerts and her performances 
have been consistent often th rilling Her 
stage manner is less bleak, sometimes 
downrightjoyfnl She is performing in larg- 
er places and her price ls substantially up. 
She has been attracting a new and enthusi- 
astic young mwliaiM 

Christened Eunice Waymon, she was 
bom the sixth of eight children in Tyroo, 
North Carolina, in 1933. Her parents were 
“the poorest of the poo:." Her mother, a 
Methodist minister, “prayed every day that 
we would have enough to eat and to wear: 
If we said ‘dam,’ she’d start praying for us. 


At the age of 3 it was discovered that I had 
perfect pitch. And then a piano just some- 
how appeared in our house. Haney, do you 
believe in unrades?” 

She practiced six hours a day from the 
age of 5. “By the time I finished high school 
1 could play anything. Bach and I hit it off 
marvelously." When asked today what mu- 
sic she listens to. she answers “Bach.” (The 
master’s influence can be heard in her 
baroque keyboard version ofTadd Damer- 
on’s bebop classic “Good BaiL’T 

After a year studying piano at Juffliard, 
she was turned down for a scholarship after 

an audition by the Curtis Institute of Mu- 
sic in Philadelphia: They didn’t give any 
reason. But I knew I was too gpod not to 
geriL I never got over it Black people were 
not supposed to be concert pianists in 
those days. I bad never thought about 
being black before.” 

At 20, hoping her mother would not find 
out she had taken a job ringing and playing 
piano in an Atlantic City nightclub, she 
changed her name to Nina Simone. “I had 
□ever been in a place like that before. There 
were drunks passed out in the bade. I'd 
never even touched alcohol before. I hated 


that bar. I hated show business. I still bate 
show business; it’s a dirty business. You 
have to fight for respect, and fw y?ur 
money. I would rather have been adasocal 
pianist. Yes." 

But she loved to improvise, she beg an to 
understand the connection between Bach 
and Charlie Parker. She learned the art of 
jazz (“I never do the same song the same 
way twice”)- Before playing Carnegie Hall 
in 1957, she wrote to her parents: Tm aj 
Carnegie Hall, where you always wanted 
me to be, but Tm not playing Bach.” 

Active in thrrivil rights movement in the 
early '60s. she wrote such protest songs as 
To Be Young, Gifted and Black" (her 
mode to words by Langston Hughes) and 
“Mississippi Goddam." She received hon- 
orary doctorates from Malcolm X Univer- 
sity in Chicago (the humanities) and die 
University of Massachusetts at Amherst 
(music). Her name on her calling card is 
prefaced by “Dr.”

For the first time in many years she is 
not employing a bodyguard. Her friends 
and business associates take this to be an 
important sign of health.

Last week furniture was 
delivered to the comfortable apartment she 
has purchased in a pleasant provincial 
Dutch city. 

Now she is busy iwipaclrfng and begin- 
ning to reread the 17 handwritten volumes 
of the diary she has kept since the age of 17. 
She is nego tiating with a publisher for her 
autobiography, which has the working title 
“Between the Keys.”
